first connector to the system connector, and is coupled to an electronic circuit in the 
electronic unit the electronic circuit has an electric load which is selected to represent 
an identity for said communication interface: and the electronic device comprises 
identification means for measuring a voltage response from the communication 
interface, comparing the measured voltage with predetermined voltage criteria, and 
performing communication interface identification of said unit dependent on said 
comparison, wherein the electric load is connected between said first pin and ground, 
and the identification means are connected to measure the voltage response on the 
identification pin"
